Sim,—In the recent .case..of Regina +, 
Page, which has occupied the attention of | 
the -Canton ‘Community . during - tho ~ past 
fortnight, the real conflict appears to. have;

Court over British subjects on the one side 
and the. immunity from sich control 
claimed. by the British ‘subjects in the 
Chinese Imperial Custonis on the other. -@n 
the one side a limitation of the powers of 
the Court was sought for; on the other a 
full assertion of its authority regardless of 
any” “allvantige ‘or “disadvantage i 
might ‘accrue to English Officials inthe 
Customs Service. The prdvedure adopted 
-by’ the Counsol for the defence in challeng- 
ing the jurisdiction ‘of the Court by a tech: 
nical process at oncd exposed the “unusual 
and important charactér of the cise. If 
my: reading of the report be correct, they 
were unable to bring forward a single case 
in direct support of their contention though 
they cited several dicta whicli certairily ap- 
peared to goalong way in their favour. 
‘Thb-absence of any direct suthority on the 
points raised is not to be wondered’at when 
you take itito considération the fact tht the 
condition of extra-térritoriality arising out of 
the Treaty of Tientsin are altogether of an ex- 
ceptional character and-not to be met with 
elsewhere. ‘The learned, Judge who tried 
fhe caso had by, no means a simple, task 
before him. He was called upon’ to de- 
cite between two-spparently ‘conflicting 
interosts.. It was for thé Chief Justice to 
say, to what extent’ the’ Courts established 
by the. Order’ in Council are bound to go 
in recognising the. Sovereign rights of the 
‘Imperial Government of China, while at 
the sume time he had to consider how far 
those rights had been surrendered undor 
the Treaty of Tientsin.

bound to disclose what that Government re- 
garded as a secret belonging solely to itself, a 
serious conflict, which could only have reault- 
edinadead-lock, was avoided. Had the ruling 
been the other way thé'Court and the Im- 
perial powers would have. found themselves 
in direct opposition, and certain English 
subjects, high up in the Customs Service, 
would have been placed’ in a disagreeable 
and anomalous position. Permitted by the 
English Government. to take service in the 
Chinese Custonis, they Would have ‘been 
unable to perform their duty in that Service, 
without running the risk, on the one han 
of instant dismissal from an honorable and 
lucrative post, or on the other of undergoing 
the ignominy and -discomfort. of incarcera- 
tion for defying a command, of the Bench.
